THE CORBETT—JACKSON FIGHT. 


The Gladiators Stand np for Sixty- 
one Mounds When the Referee 
Deciared ita Draw. 

The Corbett—Jackson fight which 
took place at the California Athletic 
Club rooms last night was a disap- 
pointment to many lovers of the manly 
art. They danced around each other 
for over four hours when Hiram Cook, 
the referee, jumped into the-ring and 
declared the fake and bets all off, and 
the disappointed 2,500 that had as- 


sembled from all parts of the country 
to witness what was advertised to be 
the greatest battle ever fought in the 
club’s ring went away with a huge dis- 
gust on 

Betting at the beginning of the con- 
test was about $7 on Corbett to $10 on 
Jackson, but as the night wore away 
and both men held their own it 
changed and Corbett money took 
courage, and “‘even up’”’ was the. cry. 

A special dispatch to the Gazrrrer 
says: At 9o’clock both men entered 
the ring amid a storm of applause and 
both carried an air of confidence. 
Corbett tipped the beam at 185, while 
his dusky opponent carried 12. pounds 
more. 

When time was called for the first 
round both men st2pped to the center 
of the ring the very picture of physical 
health and strength, and the enthus- 
iasm ran high. Cautious sparring at 
once marked the two men as great 

nerals in the art. of self-defense. 

‘inally Jackson led and a clinch 
followed. They broke, when Jackson, 
seeming more aggressive, led again 
but missed a well aimed blow at Cor- 
bett’s jaw, and another clinch fol- 
lewed. The three-minute round closed 
by Jackson giving Corbett a left han- 
der in the ribs. 

In the second round Corbett soon 
forced Jackson against the ropes. 
They danced round and finally .came 
to the center when Jackson led twice 
but failed to reach Corbett’s heart and 
received for his trouble a wipe from 
Corbett in the stomach. 

The third round was a repetition of 
the second but no blows were ex- 
changed. 

In the fourth round Corb>tt got in 
four rib roasters and escaped without 
punishment, 

The fifth round Jackson succeeded 
in planting a light blow on the ribs, 
and Corbett forced the colored man 
into his corner. 

The sixth round Jackson got in a 
light one on Corb3tt’s jaw and got paid 
for the compliment by hitting Jackson 
a red hot one on the chin. 

The seventh round both men seemed 
anxious to avoid any trouble. 

In the eighth round Corbett gave 
Jackson a brisk swipe on the ear. 

The ninth round Jacksen reached 
Corbett’s chin and followed it up by a 
hard one over the heart. 

In the tenth round Jackson hit Cor- 
bett two stemwinders in the neck. 

From round ten to, the seventeenh 
both men seemed to be playing for 
points, and aside froma light jab or 
two now and then, no harm was done, 
but in this round Jackson rappo2d Cor- 
bett on the. wind-pipe and knocked 
him backward. 

In the eighteenth round Corbett 
gave Jack aside-winder that reminded 
him that Jim was “‘still in the ring;”’ 
he also batted him one on the neck 
and mouth. 

In the nineteenth round Jackson 
nailed: for Corbett’s ribs and found 
them ; he also hit him a stinging blow 
on the point of the chin. 

In the twentieth round Jim hit Jack- 
sonared hot pound in the throat 
which forced him into his corner and 
gave Corbett a decided advantage, and 
he took occasion to give him several 
telling blows. 

From the twentieth to the last, no 
damage was done to either man and 
it looked as if one or the other of them 
must sooner or later give up from the 
sheer exhaustion of walking round 
with their muscles strained to the 
highest pitch. President Fulda, at 
the end of the 58th round, got intothe 
ring and said that no money would 
be paid for an exhibition of that kind, 
unless the mén got downto work. At 
the end of the 58th round, referee 
Cook gave them warning that they 
must fight if they expected the purse 
of $10,000. 

At the end of the 6lst round Presi- 
dent Fulda again entered the ring 
and, stated that the directors and 
members of the club were satisfied 
with the exhibition and declared that 
it was no contest. Both Jackson and 
Corbett entered most vigorous pro- 
tests, but the decision was final, and 
amid cat calls and hoots of the as- 
sembled multitude the much talked 
of ‘‘fight’’ was at an end.

Dalton 20. In addition to the above, 
Mr. Wright has bought 100 head that 
are now on the Sink of the Carson 
awaiting shipment. 
_ Mr. Wright says that G. W. Mapes 
is the hardest man he bas struck in 
this vicinity to drive a bargain with, 
to use his own language: ‘‘ Mapes is 
the cap sheaf in Reno to trade with. 
He is the toughest man I have run 
across. He worked two carloads of 
cows off and made me believe they 
were better than steers, and a man 
that can do that is a very keen trader.” 
By the time Mr. Wright gets 
through overhauling this market there 
won’t be many cattle left. He has 
paid on an average from 6 to 6% cents.

Upto the time of his sale as a slave 
from the auction block, together with 
his mother and three sisters, his most 
vivid recollections are of trials of bunt- 
ing with a youngram. The ram would 
take a position, lower his head, and 
with a burst of speed start for Abe, 
who always met the ram half way, the 
two heads coming together with great 
force, but the ram, as Abe tells it, was 
always. beaten.
